Day I saw a UFO 
over North Bay 


A SCARBOROUGH woman is 
trying to solve the mystery of a 
strange sighting in the sky which 
she believes may have been a 
UFO. 

Housewife Elizabeth Chadwick 
was hanging out her washing on 
Thursday when she spotted two 
white oblong-shaped objects 
zooming across the sky in the North 
Bay area of the town, and then they 
Just disappeared. 

Mrs Chadwick, 56. of North Leas 
Avenue, said: “I don’t really believe in 
these things, but to me it was a UFO.” 

The sighting comes in a week when a 
space-probing duo from Bridlington 
launched the resort's first ever UFO 
research network. 

Martyn Cheshire and Deidre Dodds 
have formed ECUFORN - East Coast 
UFO Research Network, a group dedj-

caied to invesdgaiing unexplained sight¬ 
ings and researching incideois involving 
unidenufied flying objects. 

In Thursday’s sighting, Mrs Chadwick 
said she saw the objects streaking acioss 
the sky at around 2.4Spm. 

She said: "There were two oblong¬ 
shaped objects in the sky, and one 
seemed to be attached to the other. 

"One went quite a distance and then 
disappeared and the other one just 
appeared out of nowhere, nvelled for a 
very short distance and then that disap¬ 
peared. 

“It was a blue sky. so you could clearly 
see them and there was no vapour trail.” 

Mrs Chadwick said she had never seen 
anything like them before and is cunous 
to And out if anyone else shared her expe¬ 
rience. 

The new UFO group in Bridlington 


may be interested in the case. 

Mr Cheshire, who is self-employed, 
and Mrs Dodds, who runs the Mount 
Hotel In Roundhay Road, Bridlington, 
hope 10 hold regular meetings and even 
conferences at the hotel and will also 
offer confidential wimess support 

Mr Cheshire's interest was sparked in 
1981 when he says he spotted a UFO 
hovering above houses in ^tfleld. 

He said: “I saw a white light in the sky 
that I could not explain - there was no 
noise and I knew it was not a shooting 
star. 

“1 have been interested in UFOs for 
many yean and 1 have always believed 
tboe is life out there." 

After only one week of advertising in 
local newsp a p e r s , including the Evening 
News, the group say almost 20 people 
have been in touch.

“\Va are not alone” c laim bafDed Bradford 
residents after a spate of unidentified flying 
objects have been spotted havering in the 
region. 

The Bradford equivalent of TVs The X-PUes 
include strange lights seen over the Wyke Hills, 
a circular metallic object above Manningham, 
and a biigbUy coloured craft gliding across 
Wllsden. 

Steve Verdeyen. 3B. a carpet conoactor of 
Wlbsey, said be was stunned when be saw a 
dozen lights flashing In the sky one evening. 

"I couldn’t believe It It was like a carousel 
rotating In the sky somewhere over Wyke Hills. 
It lasted about half an hour and then suddenly 
disappeared." he said. 

"I woke my wife and my two children and rui^ 
my neighbours. The whole street witnessed this 
and we were alt amazed." 

He said: “b definitely wasn't any form of 
aircraft. of the sheer volume of what 

jxas there. K was Incredible." 


East Anglia's UFO mystery deepened last night 
when a tanker crew which tracked strange 
lights in the sky dismissed official 
explanations. 

The tanker Conocoast was contacted by 
Yarmouth Coastguid last Saturday week after 
two large lights were seen hovering in the skies 
over The Wash. 

The sightings prompted an investigatioa by 
the Ministry of Defence. 

Radar experts at RAF Neatishead. near 
Wroxham. said last week that the mystery 
could be explain^ by a combination of the 
200ft Boston Stump church tower, and an 
electrical storm over the North Sea. 

Last night the crew of the Conocoast 
dismissed the BAF's theory. In a ship-to-sbore 
telephone call, the vessel's mate David 
Hutchinson told the EDP: "It was too high in 
the sky and in the wrong position. 

“it could not have been the Boston Stump." 

He said the crew, who were on their way 
to Skegness ftom Rochester, Kent, tracked 
the two sets of coloured lights for four to five 
hours. 

Green, red. white and blue revolving lights 
could be seen through normal binoculars 
during daylight. 

Mr Hutchinson also stressed there had been 
no storm in the area at the tune. 

The operation to track the lights was 
co-ordinated by Yarmouth coastguards and 
spanned Scotland and the east coast of 
England. It also involved the police. 

Amateur UFO sleuths have accused the MoD 
of staging an X-Files-style cover-up. 

Norfolk UFO investigator David Dane 
said the RAF explanation was not good 
enough to account for a "whole rash of 
unexplained sightings across the country on 
the same night"

Strange lights in the sky were the most 
common reports to come my way. Moet eye¬ 
witnesses were certain they bwt Qot seen a 
conventional aircraft and oould find no logi¬ 
cal explanation for what they saw. 

The tcgjic was first highlighted recently 
on the Sunday night phone-ui on Carliale- 
based radio station C.FM when an Annan 
listener recalled a strange encounter with a 
bright UFO spotted over the Dumfriesshire 
Newspapers Offices in Annan. 

Now another reader lYom the town. Gor¬ 
don Duff, a former leading observer In the 
Royal Observer Corps, has made two mod¬ 
els of objects he says he haa spotted in the 
sky in the area over the last year. 

The smaller one he is hn lriin g iq om. pjQ. 


ture shows what he believes was the under¬ 
side of the object he saw in the mght sky 
last October. 

His second encounter, which be illus¬ 
trates with the large saucer-like model, took 
place m daylight during the severe snow, 
fall last February. 

He was taking pictures of an RAF Wes¬ 
sex helicopter lifting off with a hospital- 
bound patient from Annan Academy play¬ 
ing fields when he spotted three tiny objects 
in the sky which could later be seen m his 
pictures. 

Gordon, who says he keeps an open mind 
on the aubject of flying saucers, tells me 
that his account and pictures have now 
attracted the interest cf a national Sunday 
newspaper.

Another Fife 
UFO sighting 

ANOTHER FIFE man claims to have seen a UFO 
only days after a similar sighting was reported in 
Dundee and Glenrothes. 

Mark McRobbie (24) of Carden Castle Avenue. 
Cardenden. says he watched two identical triangu¬ 
lar lights travel at an amazing speed across the 
night sky a few weeks ago. 

“It was about 11 pm and I was sitting at home 
watching TV with the curtains open when 
something caught my attention out the comer of 
my eye," said Mark. 

“There were two objects. One was over the 
primary school and the other was over Clunie 
Woods. They both looked identical and had a 
white glow and made no sound. Visually they 
-looked about three inches lonf but they were 
several miles away. 

"I ran upstairs to get a better look and watched 
them hover for about 40 seconds. Then the one 
over the school daned across the sky without a 
sound, travelling what must have been miles in 
only a couple of seconds, and joined the other one 
over the woods. 

"The last I saw of them was when they both 
■disappeared down behind the trees.” 

Mark, an unemployed general labourer, cannot 
explain what he saw but would like to believe he 
had a close encounter with an unidentified flying 
object. 

Earlier this week. Glenrothes man Edward 
Preston reported seeing a light in the sky which 
appeared in the form of a perfect equilateral 
triangle. A Dundee man also reported the sighting 
of a strange light over the Douglas area of the city. 
An explanation given for this is that it may have 
been the planet Venus which was being sighted. 

None of the reported phenomena have ever been 
officially explained.

Dancing globes of light 
spin a circle of mystery 


RECENTLY, the West Sussex County 
Times was kind enough to devote most of 
a page to my new book Fields of 
Mystery, which tells the history of the 
crop circle phenomenon in Sussex. 

However, ihe reviewer Robert Shaw takes a very 
■-cepiical tone despite the book givine a wealth of 
reasons why the crop circles cannot simply be 
cnished out by '•inebriated pranksters 

The points he raises against there bein| an non¬ 
human explanation are answered clearly within the 
lexi. 

The trails seen in some phoios going into fields 
are simply where later visitors sadly choose lo walk 
acioss Ihe crop and are noi present when ihe paiieros 
ore tirsi found. There are nearly always tractor tram¬ 
lines present, so how to enter a field is not a puzzle. 

It is the extraordinary effects found in ibe fonna- 
lions, the sheer large numbers of evenu. ihe geomet¬ 
rical accuracy and the growing scientific evidence 
that plants laid down in circles are changed at a bio¬ 
logical level that make the crop cireles a mystery. 

TIME OUT 
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If crop formations were ail marie by people, the 
would have to be planned and executed in ways fa 
beyond the means of drunken jokers. 

This year, an astonishing video has been taken ir 
Wiltshire of a complex design being created withit 
five seconds by several dancing globes of light, cor 
roborating previous eye-witness accounts- Inebriatei 
pranksters'.'

Investigating Dorset’s UFO mysteries 


THE story headlined 'UFO may 
have been top secret plane' and 
subtitled ‘Experts clash on Dorset 
sighting' (Echo. August 27) has just 
been shown to me on returning 
from an extended Bank Holiday. 

Publication of an extract from 
my letter was not expected in quite 
the context you gave it. 

I would be grateful therefore If 
you could possibly inform your 
readers that BUFORA has no 
intention whatsoever of having 
any confrontation with any other 
aerial phenomenon investigation 
organisations. 

In fact we have recently opened 


our files lo other recognised bodies 
who. like us. are intent on solving 
the phenomenon generally known 
as UFOs. 

I suggested In my letter to you 
that these reports may be a new. 
advanced type of aircraft, similar 
to the Stealth fighter bombers, on 
trials. But 1 also stressed the point 
that we have yet to invest^te 
these particuiar Etorset sightings. 

The whole point of writing to you 
was possibly to obtain the names 
and addresses of the people who 
witnessed this triangular object, 
with the aim of having our 
investigators interview them to 


determine what it could possibly 
have been. 

For the information of Echo 
readers who may be interested in 
BUFORA. we have been investi¬ 
gating reports since the l9S0s and 
annually we have a vast number of 
reports coming in countrywide. 

Of these reports, approximately 
only 15 per cent are actually passed 
on to our research department for 
further analysis. The remainder 
are either explained away 
conventionally or discarded as 
being not genuine. 

I would also like to assure 
possible witnesses that all our 


interviews and Investigations are 
executed in a professional manner 
with respect for the anonymity of 
the witnesses. 

Our investigators are now 
required to pass a training course 
and examination and even then 
they are not accredited as 
BUFORA investigators, until they 
have successfully completed a 
comprehensive sitting report 

Finally I would like to ask that 
anyone who has witnessed any 
peculiar aerial sightings, in 
particular the people who 
experienced the triangular object 
of last month, writes to us about 
the experience, sending their tetter 
to; Phillip Mantle.

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Is UFO a 
balloon? 


THE MYSTERIOUS hoverng 
object seen by a Tunbridge 
Wells woman recently has besn 
sighted in Rusthali no less than 
three times, the Courier has 
been told. 

Hazel leather, of Manor Road in 
the village, revealed that on sevsal 
occasions she saw the very same 
gold circular bubble described by 
Helen Padden in last week's paper. 

Mrs Teather. 73. said she last saw 
"the large, perfectly circular, hover¬ 
ing object surrounded by-lights like 
tiny stars, with a flashing light in the 
centre” 100 yards from her bedroom 
window at 4am at the end of August. 

It made no noise and stayed hover¬ 
ing for a few minutes each time. 

"It has appeared in the same spot on 
all three occasions, so maybe it is 
there every night." she said. "I at¬ 
tempted to take a photograph but by 
the time 1 found my camera it had 
started to move away." 

Her brother-in-law. John Teather. a 
BBC weather producer, suggested the 
object was just a routine weather bal¬ 
loon. often sighted at night. 

"But this was dilferent.” said Mrs 
Teather. who has little interest in the

paranormal. “It was perfecUy circular 
and Just like the one described." 

However, a Paddock Wood resident 
believes he can solve the mystery. 

• Ronald Rosewell. of Mascalls Park, 
thinks the UFO seen by both women 
was actually one of his mother’s gold¬ 
en helium balloons which accidentally 
escaped flom her 90th birthday party 
the night before the "gold bubble” was 

sighted in Cunningham Road. . 

Disappeared 

He told the Courier. “I removed the 
sand weight from the string as 1 
thought It would be handy to make ce¬ 
ment and before I knew what had hap- 
penk It disappeared out of the door. 

• A further sighting was reported at a 

bam dance in Penshurst by ll-year- 

old Hayden Bannochie. 

Hayden, of PowdermtU Lane in 

Leigh was at a recent Christian event 

at Well Place Farm m Penshurst when 
he saw a glowmg object m the sky. 

His mother. Susan Bannochie. was 
not convinced it could have been a 
weather balloon. "He watches The X- 
files and knows what a UFO looks 
like." she said. 




Experts clash on 
Dorset sighting 

AN unidentified flying object seen by 
dozens of West Dorset residents could 
have been the top secret Stealth fighter 
plane, national researchers claimed 
today. 

Investigators all over the country are trying 
to find an explanation for last week's sighting 
near Dorchester. 

Now experts at the ' 

British UFO Research -• 

Association (BUFORAi 
believe trials for the radar- 
invisible Amencan fighter 
plane could be at the root 
of the mystery. 

Regior.al invesQgations 
co-ordinator Roger 
L^less said: "At this time 
there is a line of thought 
chat it may weU turn out to 
be a new type of Amencan 
aircraft on trial, tor 
example the Stealth 
Fighter Bomber." 

Echo offices were 
flooded with calls after a 
Dorchester family repor¬ 
ted seeing a UFO hovenng 
SO feet above their car on 
the Puddletown to 
Dorchester dual carriage¬ 
way. 

Lowlass said: "The 
triangular shape seen near 
Puddletown hu only come 
on the scene quite 
recently", he said. 

“Increasing reports are 
coming in ail the time from 
■round the country. 

"Tbeee could well turn 
out tt> be sightings of the 
Stealth, which was not

admitted publicly by the 
American authorities 
until after five years in 
service." 

Local researcher David 
Kingston has spent the last 
week interviewing every¬ 
one who wioiessed the 
Puddletown UFO. 

Now he Is challengmg 
BUFORA's claims that the 
American bomber is 
behind the sighOngs. 

He said; "The Stealth 
can't fly at 50 feet and It 
certainly can't hover. 

"It was seen flying 
through the trees near the 
Puddletown to Dorchester 
dual carriageway, but 
there was no damage. 

"Everyone said the craft 
was silent — the Stealth 
would definitely make a 
noise." 


ANOTHER report of a 
UFO has been recorded 
in Fleeiwood. 

A local man giving his 
name as David lessop 
said he saw a silver disk¬ 
shaped object in (he sky 
out towards Barrow. 

Mr lessop said he saw 
the object at 6.4Sam on 
Tuesday Seplember, as 
he was walking along 
the promenade between 
Rossall School and ihe 
neighbouring hospital. 

After his startling ex¬ 
perience Mr lessop was 
keen to know if anyone 
had witnessed a similar 
sighting. 

He told the Weekly 
News: "It shook me up, 
to be honest. 

“I didn't know wheth¬ 


er I’d seem something I 
wasn't supposed to see. 

"It was so clear that I 
know (hat 1 didn’t ima¬ 
gine it, and it couldn’t 
have been a plane or hel¬ 
icopter.” 

The object, he said, 
appeared very high up in 
the sky, then fell sharply 
until it was hovering 
quite low over the sea. 

It then shot off at an 
incredible speed. 

Mr lessop, who said 
he lived close to 
Amounderaess Way, ex¬ 
plained how he fell re¬ 
luctant to tell anyone 
about what he had seen 
for almost (he whole 
day. 

His sighting comes 
just four weeks after an¬ 


other local man. Mark 
Swales of Rydal Ave¬ 
nue. reported a bright, 
hovering objea to the lo¬ 
cal police. 

On dial occasion the 
sighting was at S.50am 
and occurred in the di¬ 
rection of Knoll End. 

The date of that sight¬ 
ing co-incided with con¬ 
firmed reports of fireball 
meteors appeanng over 
North West England. 

But the latest incident 
so far appears to be an 
isolated case. 

Internationally re¬ 
nowned UFO expert Jen¬ 
ny Randles, who lives 
dose to where Mr Jessop 
witnessed the object, 
said she had heard of no 
other reports locally. 


Manchester's Jodrell 
Bank, home to Britain's 
largest telescope and a 
centre collating informa¬ 
tion on movement in (he 
sky, had reported a num¬ 
ber of unidentified sight¬ 
ings. 

But although none 
were near Fleetwood or 
Barrow, Jenny was still 
interested in the local re¬ 
port 

She said: "II can't be 
discounted. 

“Many people who do 
experience a UFO-type 
phenomenum are disor- 
ieniaied by it and want 
reassurance that others 
have seen it loo. 

"It could be that no 
(Hie else has come for¬ 
ward.”

Light thrown 
on UFO riddle 

WAS it a UFO, or just disco 
lights? 

Brighton police opened their 
own X'file early today after 
receiving two calls from 
members of the public reporting 
unusual lights in the sky. 

One came from publican Gary 
Lewis, 39, who said he arrived at 
his home in Bates Road. 
Hoilingdean. at t.20am and 
spotted the lights towards 
Preston Park. 

He eaid: 'There ware two circles 
of light shapes, one inside the 
other, and it looked like the light 
wee coming down through the 
clouds, not going up from the 
ground. 

'I thought I was going off my 
head, but my family saw it too.' 

Police received a second report, 
but they could not provide an 
answer to the myetery. 

The Argus contacted the Island 
Club in Kingsway, Hove, which 
shoots laser beams into the sky. 
A spokesman confirmed their 
lights were on at about the time 
of the sightings. 

He said: 'It was probably us. The 
lights can be seen from a long 
way off, especially whan they hit 
clouds.' 
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UFO experts are prob¬ 
ing reports of a mysteri¬ 
ous bright object in the 
siQr over north Bolton. 

Specialists in the paranormal 
were called in after Harwood 
man Andrew Landwieser saw a 
h rillian t white light moving in 
the sky on Sunday evening. 

Andrew said: "It was quite cloudy 
but there was a dear patch in the 
sky and as I w^ls wai^g along I 
noticed a really bright white light It 
slo^ became bigger as though it 


was getting doser. Then it shot off 
horizontally, leaving behind a glare 
v^ere it had been, for about 30 
seconds.” 

. The object was also seen by 
Andrew's girlfriend as they walked 
near the Safeway superstore. He 
said; “She was really shocked by it 

Too fast 

"‘There’s no chance it could have 
been a conventional plane, it just 
moved too fast And I don’t think It 
could have been a shooting star 
because it moved off in a perfect 


horizontal line. A worlonate of 
Andrew’s girtfriendwho also lives in 
Harwood also saw the light at about 
9.35pm on Sunday. 

And similar sitings were also 
reported to a UFO researcher in 
Bradford. West Yorkshire about five 
minutes later. 

Foimder of the Horwich UFO 
Research Group Phil Catterall did 
not see the object but he has spoken 
to Andrew and is now investigallng. 

Tlus sighting foUows a series of 
recent unexplained phenomena 
spotted hi^ above Bolton.
